12 , Told Bill Woodruff, Counsel, Senate Appro- 

priations Committee, we were providing Ed Braswell, Chief Counsel, ^Senate — 
Armed Services Committee, with some backup material which he had requested 
for Senator Stennis 1 use in attempting to strike section 515 of the Foreign Aid 
Authorization bill (S, 33 90) which precludes the use of third country forces in 
Southeast Asia. We also discussed the issue which Senator Stennis is expected 
to fight over returning MASF funds to the Foreign Aid bill. Woodruff said he 
thought Senator Stennis would be successful in this again this year but added 
from his (Woodruff's) point of view it would be much better if they could get 
MASF funds out of the Defense Appropriations bill and into the Foreign Aid 
Appropriations bill. While this could be done even though the authorization 
remains in the Armed Services Committee, it is doubtful that this will ever 
happen. 


Following the LIG meeting in the White 
House I talked to Tom Korologos and John Lehman, explaining our concern

about the Foreign Relations Authorization amendments which would cut off 
funds 


Rorologos questioned the wisdom of releasing more information 
and added that in any event the Administration strategy 


was to get all of the amendments knocked out together rather than approaching 
the problem piecemeal. He complained that some agencies had already tried 
to get provisions specifically affecting them deleted and we should do nothing 
without coordination with the White House. He said they were trying to get 
Stennis to carry the ball and I said I would take no further action without 
checking with them but urged they give the matter priority attention. I said 
if they were not successful, we'd go ahead anyway with our own contacts.
